I  have  'tile  honour  to  present  to  you  a  short  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  19^5*  This 
review  follows  the  sane  lines  as  those  submitted  during  tile  war,  and  incorporates 
tiie  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’ s  department. 


The  health  of  the  District  remains  good  and  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of 
Infectious  Disease . 


GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES . 


There  have  boon  no  ciianr.es  to  report  in  the  general  health  services  provided 
in  tie  District  during  1'94p. 

SANITARY  CIRCU  PTA'lCEo  OP  THE  DISTRICT.

Chief  ianitary  Inspector,  Mr.  G  L .Turner  having  resigned  in  July,  1 945  • 


During  the  year  1941,  a  constant  and  sufficient  water  supply  of  good  quality 
was  maintained.  No  restriction  on  consumption  has  so  far  boon  imposed.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 


The  control  of  the  Withani  U.D.C.  Sewage  works  was  transferred  to  the  Council’s 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  October,  I945. 


Withani  Sewage  Works 


44  samples  wore  submitted  for  examination  by  the  Essex  County  Council,  The 
Withani  U  D  C.,  and  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company.  Of  these  37  were 
satisfactory  and  ~J  unsatisfactory. 


Silver  End  Sewage  Works. 


3  samples  submitted  by  the  Essex  County  Council  and  the  Witham  U.D  C.  all 
gave  satisfactory  results. 

Riveniiall  Aerodrome  Sewage  Works . 

4  samples  submitted  by  the  Essex  County  Council  all  gave  satisfactory 
results . 

Public  Cleansing-  and  Salvage  .

Condemned  property  continued  to  be  occupied  under  licence. 
INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 


Milk. 

All  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  were  inspected  during  the  year.  54 
samples  of  milk  and  rinsings  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination . 
Of  these  12  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  were  'the  subject  of  investigation  and 
advice  to  producers  and  retailers. 

Meat  and  Poods. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  period  was  6,470  of  which 
6,403  were  inspected.  (99/4)  „  As  a  result  of  inspections  the  total  weight  of 
meat  and  offal  condemned  was  25  tons.17  cwts  .2  qrs.  ~J  lbs.  of  which  20  tons. 

1  cwt.  1  qr.  12  lbs.  was  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

Of  all  animals  inspected  were  found  ‘to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis 

and  6.6 J>  by  other  diseased  conditions. 

Visits  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  were  672,  of  which 
605  were  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse,  and  67  to  butchers'  shops. 

Pood  (other  than  fresh  meat)  condemned  during  the  year:  79”*  lbs,  of  which 
562  lbs  was  tinned  or  preserved  food.
